The MM system generates an authorization 
token for the session (a session identifier)

MT generates media binding information (MBI) 
for each media stream in the session and 
determines that GGSN should function as 
RSVP proxy for MT for each media stream 



The MT requests a PDP context for each media stream 
providing the session id, the MBI, and the RSVP proxy flag 
to the GGSN. The MBI is used to retrieve session, media, 
and policy-related information from the Multimedia System. 
Because the RSVP proxy flag is set, information needed 
for the GGSN to function as MT's proxy is also retrieved. 



The session, media, and policy-related information is used 
to decide if the PDP context is allowed to be established, 
i.e., admission control. The retrieved proxy information 
configures the GGSN as an RSVP proxy, e.g., generating 
RSVP messages and receiving RSVP messages 
on behalf of MT for the session.
